The transmitter shown had a pair of UX-210's, in push-pull.. 
If you note carefully, the base of the breadboard was covered 
with a copper sheet to reduce losses, and to obtain a low im- 
pedance return, helping to eliminate spurious emissions, and 
to improve stability. It was really High-C. 


The rig was the product of the work of Charles Vincent, W8RD 
and the year of the photograph was 1931. He is now K6HK, at 
Palm Desert, California.

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BALLOTING IN 1979 ELECTIONS 


As a result of considerable change in the By-Laws, governing QCWA 
elections, the nominating process was somewhat modified for 1979... 
The modifications were made necessary simply because balloting for 
proposed changes in the Constitution were not completed until early 
December, and it was impossible to print the names of Candidates in 
the December (Winter) NEWS. Publicity was given through the Presi- 
dents HLR, however. Nominations have closed, as of February 10. A 
complete list of Candidates for Offices appears elsewhere herein! 


In carrying out the requirements in connection with balloting, it 
is necessary to prepare a ballot, and to arrange for Tellers whose 
duty it will be to provide a talley of votes. An additional prob- 
lem is to validate ballots. For the information of all members, it 
is expected that the following conditions will apply: 


The ballot will be prepared by Headquarters. Positions of names 
on the ballot will be alphabetically, by last name. Officers will 
be listed first, followed by candidates for Director. The ballot 
will not have a mark to indicate incumbents. (Attached to each of 
the ballots will be a page, carrying biographical information about 
each candidate, and incumbents will be identified thereon)... Each 
ballot will be mailed, via our bulk-mailing permit, directly to all 
eligible voters.

novel based on history as it might have been. The gimmick is 
simple: Perhaps J. Edgar Hoover's death was not from natural 
causes. The book concerns itself with what might have happened 


under the altered circumstances. The terrifying aspect—and that 
it truly is--is that there always remains a lingering suspicion 
that maybe the author has stumbled onto something which is not 
fictional. If two commissions and a Senate subcommittee hearing 
failed to produce an unanimity of opinion of what happened at 
Dallas in November, 1963, why should not another death--greatly 
less well witnessed or documented--be explained in more than one 
way? 


To better appreciate the worth of stories of this type, let us 
look for a few lines at the plot mechanism of this peculiarly 
American contribution to literature, Stories of this ilk come in 
various mixtures of spy/intrigue/mystery and in a range of com- 
plexities that is truly staggering. If the plot is too simple, 
it will attract very few readers. If it is too involved, even 
the most hardy devotee, rather than resorting to paper diagrams, 
will quite simp?y give up, All of this presumes, of course, that 
the author knows how to write and that the book is truly that and 
not just one more titillation and drinking manual, 


The final test I will call coherence, The plot must hand to- 
gether. Every twist and gyration must have meaning. These mean- 
ings must be made clear. The ultimate disposition of the major 
issue must be either a result of or a clear rejection of the or~ 
iginal acts, 


So much for the literary aspects of such books. Permit me to 
add complication. Sometimes these stories are written as a 
part of history either current or past. Here another challenge 
areises. History may be involved in one of two ways. The author 
may either accept history as it is (was) and place his characters 
in the flow. That is, he would reason that there were X million 
persons present in an era, He knows that everyone accepts that 
and so doing will probably accept his version of what went on in 
che lives of a few of these millions. There were many people in 
the cotton south of the 1860's. Who would worry about the fact 
that one of them might have been named Scarlett O'Hara? 


The other way that history may enter the story is by an alter- 
ation of the historical stream itself, The author may say inef- 
fect to historians (or journalists depending upon how far back he 
is reaching), "Say, you fellows did a pretty good job, but you 
didn't get it quite right; it was like this.” When ‘the author 
does this, he must observe historical coherence as well. The 
stream of history must flow smoothly up to his change. It must 
logically divert, All of the actions in the rerouted history must 
be logically related. Finally, the branching must be remated 


with true history so that it comes properly down to this morning's 
newspaper. 

Meeting 211 of these requirements at one time is obviously far 
trom easy. To do so in a form that makes for pleasant, fascina- 
ting reading is even less so, THE CHANCELLOR MANUSCRIPT by my 
standard is not without flaw, About two less crises and two 
less side-switches in the last part of the book’would have made 
me a little bit happier. But compared with Ludlum's handling 
of the major switcheroo, perhaps this is a rather trivial crit- 
icism, and it is a good book. I would suggest you do not try to 
read this one in too short a time, It takes more sessions.. 
Trying to crowd too much in at a time makes it difficult to fo 
low. 


When you finish, apply the final test: Could it have happen- 
ed so? Did it happen so or nearly that way? Maybe the answers 
will make you bolt the door and wonder whom to trust. Maybe they 
won't, but I'll bet my bottom dollar that it will make you spec- 
ulate on some possibilities. 


THE OSTERMAN WEEKEND, 
‘ork, Pp, $2.25, 
The second book by Ludlum is an exercise in engineered mutual 
“distrust. Through an elaborate series of events, in accordance 
with a carefully written script, the lives of three close-friend 
couples plus some others are manipulated to prepetrate an inter- 
national conspiracy. The technique is one of the oldest of them 
all--divide and conquer, One man is, in secret, asked to stake 
his life and those of his wife and children in a gamble whose 
goal cannot be revealed to him for "patriotic" reasons. 


This fellow Ludlum is a thought provoker. Is it possible that 
by control of information, important lives are being manipula~ 
ted? Those of statesmen? Agnecy executives? The electorate? 
Yours? Mine?

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QCWA PROFILE 


From time to time it is the pleasure of Editors to communicate with QCWA Members 
who have passed their most active time in life, who have enjoyed every moment of 
their life, and who have contributed to the welfare and betterment of mankind. 


The following story, written almost without a change, is the story of Member of 
this stature. Geoff Boucher is a quiet, kindly man with a happy glint inhis eye 
and not given to displaying his many talents. His technical accomplishments are 
legion - he holds 27 important patents in geophysical instrumentation and tech- 
niques,..but, let us hark back to the time when he was a very young boy... 


“Please forgive me for pursuing this trivia further, but at my age it is diffi- 
cult, once prodded, to resist doing a little reminiscing. It all started with a 
visit to Hugo Gernsback's store in the fall of 1911. My Mother and I were walk- 
ing down rulton Street, in New York City, and we saw a window display of wireless 
equipment in a small store. I was fascinated and we went inside to look around. 
The salesman who waited on us introduced us to Mr. Gernsback who, with his broth- 
er Sidney, owned the business, the Electro Importing Company. He took an immed- 
iate interest in me. Perhaps this because I was very young (11) and lived on the 
island of Inagua in the Bahamas. Be that as it may, he saw to it that I was prop- 
erly bitten by the radio bug. When we left the store that day I was the proud 
possessor of a ‘loose coupler, a tapped loading coil, two variable condensers, a 
galena detector, a set of headphones, some aluminum antenna wi're, and a code prac- 
tice set. I got to see Hugo again a couple of times before WW-I started in 1914 


After my return home I soon mastered the code and it was not too long before I 
was copying the news at.10PM from NAA. The receiving equipment I put together 
worked well except for the aluminum wire which became crystallized onthe surface 
in the salt air of Inagua and broke to pieces. I had much fun experimenting with 
detectors. One of the oddest was a piece of Irish potato with a rusty sewing 
needle as the cat whisker. In a year or so I had rigged up some transmitting e- 
quipment. It was made up of odds and ends of gear from a variety of sources.. 
some was geven me by the wireless operators of German ships of the Hamburg Amer- 
ican Line which called at Inagua about every other week, A British cruiser, the 
HMS Good Hope, doing hydrographic work in that part of the West Indies occasion- 
ally stopped by and I got some equipment from it too, So I had all many sorts 

of stuff; some of it German made by a company which is now Telefunken, a Marconi 
key capable of handling a kW or so, a Leyden jar, an open spark gap, and other 
pieces of spare or scrap material, The high-voltage for the transmitter was ob- 
tained from a marine engine spark coil powered by rejvenated dry batteries. The 
batteries were rejuvenated by piercing the zinc cases with an ice pick § placing 
them in jars filled with a solution of sal ammoniac. The jars were sawed off 
king-size whiskey bottles. I don't recall where I got the sal ammoniac. 


As you can imagine, my signal was a broad as a barn door (I had no FCC to con- 
tend with) and my range was a very few miles. My only QSOs were with ships that 
were practically in the harbor or were passing nearby, There was one never to 
be forgotten exception, I exchanged greetings with the operator at Baracoa, Cuba, 
International regulations didn't bother, if they existed...my call was my initi- 
als, GB. In spite of the limitations it was lots of fun and I made many friends 
among the sea-going operators, 


When WW-L broke out we had to leave Inagua rather hurriedly and I gave my equip- 
ment to the officers of the Bahamas Lighthouse Tender Carnarvon. She was not e- 
quipped with wireless and none of the officers knew anything about it but they 
wanted the stuff and said they would learn the code and use it. I don't know if 
they did or not...I wish I had it now!” 


Frank G, Boucher, (Geoff), born in Ontando, FL, spent the fit 15 years of his 
Life on Inagua Island, During W-1, he studied at MIT, and eventually secured a 
job as a radio Officer & Second Mate on an ocean tug out of Port Arthur. White 
40 employed, be began work on the radio compass. After some time operating, he 
attended the New Mexico School of Mines, graduating first in in Chass, His major 
was in geology and mining...however, 0. H. Truman, head of Humble's geophysical 
Research visdting the school, convinced Geoff that the new field of geophysical 
rxploration was aa chanelenging area for a young man. Geoss carried out much 
earty experimental work and in 1932 began studies of gravity instruments, making 
a neat contribution to the devekopment of the first successful meter. In 1936, 
he invented the X # Y type gravity meters. During WW-11, he assisted in the de- 
velopment work on proximity fuses for the Navy. In 1945 he was made Head of De- 
velopment Engineering for Carter OiL Company, and assistant Chieg of Research, 
dn 1952! In 1958 he was made manager of the Geophysical Divisias 4 the Jersey 
Production Research Company. His interests have ranged from the effect og earth 
tides to the control of tropical hurricanes....

The FCC publishes an Annual Report each year, 
The report lists activities, cases, actions & 
so forth. The following material taken from 
the Seventh Annual Report, dated June 30, 1941 
is of interest. Many members will remember the 
great frequency change, made as a result of the 
NARBA Conferences in Havana, It is reported in 
this story. The financial and other data with 
respect to Broadcasting may be of interest. 


1. GENERAL 


On November 1, 1941, there were 915 standard broadcast stations in 
operation or under construction—877 and 38, respectively. Sis 
eight new stations were authorized during the fiscal year. ‘The num- 
ber of receiving sets in use was estimated at more the 50,000,000. The 
largest number of single-time listeners was estimated to have heard 
President Roosevelt's address proclaiming an unlimited national 
emergency. The figure was set at 65,650,000, which eclipsed the previ- 
ous year’s high by more than 15,000,000, On 1941’s record occasion, 
short wave and rebroadcast relayed the Chief Executive's talk to some 
20,000,000 listeners in other countries, During this particular broad- 
cast there was a noticeable clecline in the number of telephone calls, 


2. NORTH AMERICAN REGIONAL BROADCASTING AGREEMENT 


Frequency assignments under the North American Regional Broad- 
casting Agreement became effective at 3 a. m. (eastern standard time) 
on March 29, 1941, ‘This mutual pact, the first of its kind, has for its 

rpose the improvement of radio reception throughout North 
ae It was jointly entered into by Canada, Cuba, the Domini- 
can bs ares Haiti, Mexico, and the United States, 

Reallocations of frequencies of domestic stations were in accordance 
with those established at the January 14-30, 1941, conference between 
technical representatives of the countries concerned. These, with few 
exceptions, conformed with those proposed in the lists submitted by 
the contracting nations on September 11, 1940. The change was ac- 
complished smoothly due to the cooperation of station licensees, equip- 
ment manufacturers, and consulting engineers in making prior 
adjustments to transmitters and antenita system: 

Though 802 of the $93 standard broadeast stations then authorized 
in the United States changed frequencies, the shift was made in such 
manner that the relationship among stations on most chammels was 
not disturbed. Improvement of service is noted primarily in cases of 
interference from foreign stations, and on certain clear channels where 
the reallocation involved directional antennas for the mutual pro- 
tection of two or more high-powered stations. 

In some instances, stations with directional antennas were not able 
to make readjustments by March 29 and were permitted to operate at 
night with reduced power pending readjustment. Tn esses where 
stations were assigned a channel requiring new or different directional 
antenna, ey. were enabled to operate with limited power until they 
could make the necessary installation. 


1, BROADCAST FINANCIAL DATA 


‘The broadcast business in the United States reached a new high of 
$154,823,787 in the calendar year 1940, which was an increase of 
$24,855,761, or 19 percent, over the figures for 1939, according to 
financial data filed with the Commission. This amount was for sale 
of time only, as reported by three major networks, five regional 
networks, and 765 stations. In addition to time sales, the industry 
derived $13,181,948 from the sale of talent and other services during 
1940, which was $1,862,696 better than the year previous. 

In consequence, the broadcast service income (operating profit) of 
the entire industry increased in 1940 by more than $9,000,000 over 
1939, or about 39 percent. 

The three major networks (National, Columbia, and Mutual) re- 
ported combined time sales of $71.019,498 for the year, which is up 
about 15 percent over 1939. The National Broadcasting Co.. throug! 
its dual networks, accounted for $37,187,823, while the shares of 
Columbia and Mutual in the total business were $31,181444 and 
$3,600,161, respectively. They paid to stations under*contract and 
to regional networks $22,193,760 compared to $18,023,195 the year 
previous. ‘The combined’ brondeast service income as reported by 

ional, Columbia, and Mutual, including the operations of their 
networks and stations, was $13,705,043 before Federal income tax. 
After provision for Federal income tax the net income was $3,918,772 
and _$5.006.634 for National and Columbia, respectively, and a loss 
of $39,712 for Mutua’ 

‘The purely non-network business of the industry (i. e,, time sold to 
local and national advertisers by the 765 stations) was $81,897.236, 
1g the previous year by $14,109,409, or 20 percent. The broad- 
cast income of 734 stntions not operated by or for the networks 
cena ta $19,123,609, being up $6,345,817, or half again as much 
as for .

QCWA__ MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
Amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years, Proof of 
eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in most cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 
for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $35, 20 and 15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member- 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member. The numbers are never re-issued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members. In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made. 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued upon appli- 
cation, and proof of eligibility, Those having 50 or 
more years in Amateur Radio are qualified. Endorsement 
stickers for each 2-year interval over the basic fifty 
years are available from Chapter Secretaries. 


QCWA CENTURY CLUB CERTIFICATE, is a new Award voted by 
the Board of Directors in February, 1978, Eligibility 
is based upon a members age plus his years in QCWA (in 
good standing) being equal to 100 or more. Proof of 
eligibility must be established by the applicant. Age
